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. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


West VIRGINIA HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE, 


Weston, W. VA., Oct. 16, 1880. 
To His Excellency, 


Henry M. MarHEWs, Governor: 

The fourteenth report of the Hospital for the Insane is respect- 
fully submitted by the Board of Directors. : 

By reference to the report of the Superintendent, herewith trans- 
mitted, and to which your attention is called, it will be seen that-the 
Hospital has been as full as its capacity would allow, and that as. soon 
as the new section was ready. to occupy the patients who were con- 
fined in the jails and other places in the State were at once removed 
to the Hospital, and at the end of the fiscal year, September $074880, 
there were 491 patientsin the Hospital. 


THE MANAGEMENT OF THE HOSPITAL, 


the treatment and eare of the patients, and the financial economy 
with which it has been conducted for the past two years is entirely 
satisfactory to the Board, and the care and attention that are 
bestowed upon the unfortunate inmates roeommend the institution 
as one fitted to the purpose for which it was intended—an asylum ‘for 
the insane. 

Tho economy with which it is condueted finaneially should, ‘in thé 
opinion of the Board, satisfy all who have to contribute for its.sup- 
pert in the shape of taxation. The cost for kceping patients in 1879 
was $2.08$; in 1880, 2.17.55, per patient per week, including afficere" 
salaries and the wages of all employes. ` 

Wo ean testify to the fact that the patients are. well clothed, well 
fed and well cared for medically, and as we are iu a position to know 
those facts, itis a woll-merited eulogy upon the aflicers of the in- 
stitution. 

The Superintendent has fully set forth in his report the particu- 
larsin regard to the expenditure of the different apprepriations 
which were more particularly placed under his charge to‘catry-out as 
intended by the Legislature. The purchasing andplacing in position . 
a ventilating fan; to place in position in tho different wardé ytpes*and , 
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hose to protect the building against fire; to repair the Hospital 
fences, etc. These funds, we are pleased to say, were expended eco- 
nomieally and judiciously, and the results are satisfactory. The fan 
ventilates successfully. The repairs were much needed ta protect 
the buildings against serious damage, and the protection against fire 
in tbe Hospital was much needed, and, so far as we can judge, will 
act well. 

Tho appropriation of $95,000 for the further construction of the 
Hospital was expended at a time and in a manner that not only 
saved the State a large amount ($70,000), but at the same time 
finished the Hospital, and made room for every insane person in 
the State at present and for some years to come. 

The extreme south wings of the Hospital are one story high, and 
were the first parts of the building constructed, and by the original 
plan, it was contemplated that the north and east wings should be of 
the same height. Upon an examination of the ground, however, it 
was found that it would require an earthen fill over a large surface, 
or a stone foundation of 12 fect to bring it up to the basement of the 
corresponding wings. In view of this fact, the Board deemed it to 
be to the best interest of the State to take advantage of the prem- 
ises, and utilize what would have been a basement, by converting it 
into corridor and sleeping apartments, similar in every particular to 


‘the: upper story, thus providing additional room for fifty patients, 


and at the same time improving the general appearance of the whole, 
at one-tenth the cost of the fill. — 

Although we have had to contract some debts for heating, gas, 
water, beds, bedding, and other furniture, we took the responsibility 
and did so, believing that the Legislature would see and approve our 
financial policy in this respect, as the time and opportunity to save 
such an amount is of rare occurrence, and we most earnestly hope 
that the amounts asked for by the Superintendent will be appropri- 
ated, as they are actually needed. 

The appropriation of $3,200 to purchase land was expended in buy- 
ing 7i acres, of Henry Flesher, nt $175 per acre, the expense of 
transferring, Ze, amounting to $1,271.48. This purchase became 
necessary before the third and last section vould be erected, as the 
plans for the retreating wings extended on to it, aud the road of 
egress and ingress to the back part of tho buildings and grounds had 
to be placed on this land. 

The balance of this appropriation, $1,928.52, was expended in the 
purchase, in part, of 44 acres of land owned by C. Boggess, adjoin- 
ing the Hospital grounds and immediately in front, and only a few 
rods ftom the wing buildings of the Hospital. This purchase was 
necessary; inorder to render these sections, which are occupied by 
the worst class of patients, more private, and to shut off the intrusion 
of persons who annoyed and disturbed them.’ It became necessary 
in this purchase to proceed according to law, and condemn the same, 
which was done as the law directs, and the land was valued at $3,000. 
Exceptions were taken by Mr. Boggess, a re-hearing was granted, 
and the jury again valued the land at $3,000. The amount was paid 
into court, and the land is now in the possession of the Hospital, and 
is used for the benefit of the patients. . Tho title is not as yet fully 
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settled, but will be soon, at no additional cost. On this land is a 
beautiful grove and never-failing spring, and is, in the opinion of the 
Board, of great valueto the Hospital, making the boundaries of the 
grounds complete. 

After using the balance on hand, $1,928.52, it became necessary to 
provide for tho deficiency, $1,138.64, which was still due on the land, 
and costs of condemnation. This amount was, by order of the Board, 
paid out of money received by the Superintendent of the Hospital 
for pay-patients and for articles sold by him, such as hogs, calves, old 
iron, &c., as this money was appropriated by law to no other use, 
and the acquirement of this land was an imperative necessity for ihe 
good of the Hospital and patients. By the use of these means, the 
entire purchase money of the land has been paid into court. 

The Board takes great pleasure in acknowledging the faithful and 
efficient services of the Executive Committeo, composed of the resi- 
dent Directors, Messrs. A. A. Lewis, W. E. Lively and Er. Ralston, 
and Dr. T. B. Camden, Superintendent, in their untiring efforts in 
carrying out the plans and specifications, and the contracts of the 
sectionsbuilt. They have not only given their time, but have had 
many unpleasant duties to perform, all of which they did without pe- 
cuniary remuneration. 

The thanks of the Board are also due to C. B. Kirkpatrick, build- 
ing superintendent, who was always faithfully on duty until he had 
the misfortune to fall from the attic to the lower floor of the building, 
some forty feet, which incapacitated him for further duty. The Board 
then employed T. Bradbury, Esq., and to him much is due for carry- 
ing out the plans and specifications already in progress to ultimate 
completion, to the satifaction of the Board. i 

The Board further take this opportunity to bear testimony to the 
untiring faithfulness of the Superintendent, T. B. Camden; Assis- 
tant, A. H. Kunst, M. D; Matron, Mrs. M. B. Jackson, and all the 
other officers and employes of the Institutión in their efforts to pro- 
mote the.health and comfort of the unfortunate persons committed to 
their care.

The operations and results of the Hospital for the past two years 
have been satisfactory. 

The health of the patients has been good, physically, no epidemic 
having visited the Hospital. 

The Hospital has been kept crowded to its utmost capacity. As 
soon as the new section was finished in Septomber, we at once re- 
moved nearly all the insane from the jails and other places in the 
State, receiving 86 patients in twenty days, and there are now in the 
Hospital 491 patients, and the indications are that we will soon have 
from 525 to 550 inmates, as many new applications are already made. 
The patients were mostly brought in by the Hospital employes, 2c- 
companied by one of the physicians, and at no other expense than 
actual traveling expenses and tbeir wages. In this way we have 
been enabled to savo the State over $3,000, and the result is shown by 
having over $5,000 transportation fundson hand, and no transportation 
fundia asked for. In one trip, removing patients from the Third Dis- 
trict, I saved $2,087. Taking asa basis the average cost of removing the. 
same number by sheriffs heretofore. The sheriffs are allowed by law 8 
cents per mile for patients to the Hospital, and one guard is allowed 
with the sheriff to cach patient and are paid tó and trom the Hospital, 
whereas One attendant can control from one to four patients, and re- 
ceives only actual expenses—hence the great saving. Special terms 
were made with a boat, and reduced rates and a special car was ob- 
tained over the B. & O. R. R. In receiving so great a number we 
had hoped to have gotten a number of curable cases, but the great- 

, Majority were from the jails and poor houses and had been tbere for 
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years. A great number are epileptic and necessarily incurable. 
They are of every grade of insanity, and of ever age. One boy of 
8 years was handed me by' his mother as the train stopped a moment. 
She said he had been insane since he was three years old. The old- 
est patient was 93. We have a more hopeful future, as we will be 
able to receive patients as soon as they becomo sick, hereafter. The 
expenses for running tho hospital havo beon as low as strict economy, : 
compatible with the health and comfort of the patients, could make 
it, and although the Hospitalis run perhaps at less cost than any 
other, we can safely challenge any one to say that ihe patients are 
not well fed, well clothed, and well cared for. The cost, including 
clothing, boarding, medical attention, Ee, officers salaries, wages of 
every kind, fuel, gas, wator, &c., for the year 1879, was $,208 5-6 per 
capita per week ; for the yoar 1880, $2.17 A. Theso rates are some- 
what attributable to the price of flour, boot, Ae, At present flour is 
$5 25 per barrel, and beef at $5 74 per 100 pounds. In 1878 we 
raised 11,189 pounds of pork; in 1879, 9.415 pounds. As all goods. 
are bought for cash thoy are got at lowest figures, and when possible 
a per cent. is obtaincd for immediate payment.

IMPROVEMENTS SINCE LAST REPORT. 


It will be remembered that in my last bionnial report I asked for 
an appropriation for purchasing and placing in position-a ventilating 
fan, $1,500 ; to protect tho hospital against fire, $500; a repair fund 
of $1,500; to buy Jand, $3,200; for the further construction of the 
Hospital, $95,000, all of which was’ endorsed by tbo Board, and a. 
wise and judicious Legislature granted them. Each appropriation 
has been expended as intended. Tho fan and engine to run it was 
let by contract to Mossrs. T. C. Basshor & Co., ot Baltimore. Itis 12 
feet in diameter, of tho bucket or turbine pattern, and is capable of 
throwing from 80,000 to 100,000 cubic feet of airinto the hospital 
every minute, thus changing the air every two to four minutes in 
the entire Hospital. It is set in a fan house 75 feet from the Hos- 
pital, an air duct 7x8 feet, tubular in form and lined with brick, con- 
ducts the air into the air chambers in basement of the Hospital; trom 
thonco it is forced up into the different rooms through the beat flues. 

n winter fresh and heated air is forced; in summer fresh and cool 
air is given. Thus a hoalthy ventilation is insured, which, no doubt, 
accounts in a great moasure for the good health of the Hospital. Tho 
appropriation was found to be very small for the work to be done, 
but by working the patients and attendants in excavating, etc., wo 
brought it within the means, 

The iron pipe, hose, etc., was let to the lowest bidder, and T. C. 
Basshor & Co., being the lowest, were awarded the contract at 
$450. By placing them in position with our own force the work was 
done for the appropriation, and now the buildings, except the new 
sections, are protected by a 2-inch hose connectod by a 2-inch iron 
pipe in each ward and centre building with tho reservoir, which ia 
110 feet nbove the ground floor of the Hospital, which will give 
ample pressure to flood tho Hospital with waterin case of fire. This 
protection should reduce tho rates of insurance on the Hospital con— 
siderably. 
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The fund appropriated to repair the Hospital, to build fences, Ee, 
was expended as indicated. The amount of $1,500.00 was found to be 
entirely too small for the work to bo done. To protect the buildings 
against serious injury, the most important was done. Much is neces- 
sary yot. 

It became necessary to remove the floors, joists, and all the wood- 
work of the water-closets and sink rooms in the wing sections, as 
they had become decayed, unhealthy and unsafe, and saturated withan 
accumulation of the foul debris and odors of years, giving forth sick- 
ening and unhealthy eminations. Brick arches were cast, and Port- 
land cement floors, and partitions of brick coated with cement were 
made, and we have now imperishable floors and walls and impregna- 
ble to fluids and foul odors. The leaks, broken and fallen plaster, , 
floors and painting, had to be overhauled and repaired, and still much 
is left undone, and I ask that an appropriation. of at least $5,000.00 
be given for the next year on repair ,and to do what is actually neces- 
sary to protect the buildings from injury, and also to cover the old 
engine house and stable with slate roofing; and also an annual ap- 
propriation thereafter of $3,000.00 as a constant repair fund, as the 
“stitch in time," Ee adage comes in well in a hospital for the insane. ' 

The appropriation of $95,000.00 for the further construction of the Hos- 
pital, was expended with great economy, and just at a time of a great 
depression in price of work and material., Proposals for the building of 
onesection were advertised in different papers in and out ofthe State, as 
the law required, and when the Board met in April 1879, the bids 
for the various branches of work were opened and awarded to the 
lowest bidders, which amounted to $49,577,85. This amount for 
ono section, in comparison with other similar sections, being so very 
low, and leaving a surplus of $45,422.15 to be expended; and the 
Board having tho evidence of a great depresion in building material, 
Ze, from the bids already received, resolved to let the last and 
remaining section of the unfinished portion of the hospital at once. 
They immediately advertised as before, and reassembled in May to 
open and declare the bids, and the unfinished portion not under con- 
tract was awarded at tho sum of $46,266.37. Although the two con- 
tracts exceeded the appropriation by a small amount, the Board ' 
felt it an imperative duty to seize the opportunity of the great finan- 
cial-depression, and the remaining unfinished section was placed at 
once under contract. By their prompt and vigorous action the State 
has saved from $70,000.00 to $80,000.00, Taking the cost of other and 
similar sections already built asa basis. The sectionsjet by contract 
will not exceed $50,000.00 per section. Similar ones heretofore built 
cost from $80,000.00 to $110,000.00 per section. Not only was tho State 
saved this large amount, but at the same time provision was made for all 
of the unfortunate insane now in the Stateand forsome years in tbe fu- 
ture. Patients who have been kept in uncomfortable jails for yoars ata 
cost of trom $7.00 to $21.00 per week, have been transferred to nice, 
comfortable rooms in the hospital, where they are clothed, fed and med- 
ical attention given at less than $2.20 per week. This will be alarge 
yearly saving to the State, and I feel that it is with no little pride 
the Directors of the Hospital can announce to the citizens of the State. 
that the Hospital is virtually finished and occupied, and all the in- 
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sane of tne State cared for. Before leaving the construction part of 
the Hospital, itis necessary to explain, as before stated, that the ap- 
propriation was not quite sufficient to finish and furnish both sec- 
tions, and although the buildings could be made ready to occupy, no 
means were left to purchase steam, gas and water pipe, coils for heat- 
ing, bath tubs, sinks, hoppers, &c., also to purchase bedsteads, beds 
bedding, chairs, furniture, Ee, and a debt had to be created, as it 
would have been sheer folly to have let the buildings stand unoccu- 
pied and the insane of the State consigned for another year to the jails 
before another appropriation could be made by the Legislature. Hu- 
manity and the best interests of the State demanded that the Board 
should act at once. And they did. Contracts were let vo the lowest 
bidders for heatiug pipes and coils, gas and water pipes, turniture, &c. 

Messrs, T. C. Basshor & Co, being the lowest bidder, was awarded 
the contract for pipe, coils, batb tubs, sinks, gas fixtures, etc., for 
both sections of the Hospital at the sum of $8,139.52, with the agree- 
ment that they would wait until an appropriation was made, by the 
Legislature at its next session, they to receive interest from the de- 
livery of the goods. They have furnished their part of the contract 
to the satisfaction of the Executive Committee, and it is but just that 
they be paid, and an appropriation is asked for for that purpose. 

The debt incurred for bedsteads, beds and bedding, furniture, ete., 
fot oe &oction was borrowed from current expense fund, and although 
it is a mooted question which fund should be used in furnishing the 
Hospital, itis thought best to ask an appropriation for the nmount 
expended, and $8,025 is asked for to refund to current expanse the 
amotint used. 

An appropriation will also be mecessary to furnish the remaining 
unfurnished section with beds, bedsteads, bedding, cutlery, queens- 
tare, etc, for 125 patients. This section will be needed early 
in the Spring. The cost for furnishing, etc., the unfurnished section 
will be about $3,500. It will be necessary to increase the heating 
capacity when the entire Hospitalis occupied. It would have been 
impossible to have occupied tho last new section next winter on 
aceount of insufficient heat. The section at present occupied can 
only be heated by using coal from Clarksburg or some other good 
eat which has superior steam-producing qualities and less waste 
gad fewer clinkera than coal mined on the Hospital grounds; there- 
fore we are forced to use good coal for the next winter even if at a 
little greater cost. Noxt year we can try and opena new mine on 
tha Hospital grounds—the present ones are exhausted. 


GAS, 


Ti may be necessary to incresse the capacity for making gas. The 
toni arrangements are entirely too small for the increased capac- 
ty required for lighting the new sections, and an appropriation of 

$1,500 is asked for that purpose.

THE MAGNITUDE OF THE HOSPITAL, 


‘As the Hospital is about finished, it will no doubt be of interest to 
the citizens of-the State to know something about this magificent 
structure, its cost, &c. 

There are near 300 acres of land attached, most of it hilly, and 
much of it is unfit for cultivation, but it produces grass and is well 
adapted for pasture. About 100 acres are cleared, and part is culti- 
vated in garden and truck production. More land should be cleared 
and put in cultivation, and will be as rapidly as possible, as money is 
appropriated, or a8 we can by the work of patients, as most of the 
land already opened was cleared by them and attendants. 

The Hospital building proper has a lineal length inside of 1295 
feet and 4 inches, and fronts 1211 feet and 4 inches as sections lap. 
There is also a detached brick hospital 52x52 feet square, is three 
stories high, and is used for quiet pationts. Also a brick hospital for 
the colored insane, which is in all respects equal to the main Hospi- 
tal, and the patients have the same care and attention that the white 
insane have.

The Hospitals have a capacity for six hundred and twenty-five pa- 
tients, and I venture the assertion that there are none more substan- 
tially built, and none more beautiful in structure and cost less, than 
the West Virginia Hospital for the Insane, It is built of solid blue 
sandstone. The walls are 2 feet and 21 feet thick, the inside backed 
up with brick. Is finished in white hard finish, and the general plan 
of construction is unsurpassed, and the State of West Virginia should 
be proud of this structure dedicated, as it is, to suffering humanity. 


P 
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There are in roofing, 34 acres of slate roof; flooring, 9 acres; sewer 
pipe, 14 miles; ventilating pipe,4 mile; heating pipe, 15 miles; gas 
pipe, 24 miles; water pipo, 12 miles; spouting and drain pipe, 2 
miles. It has 921 windows; 906 doors; one tower 200 feet ie 
four towers 150 feet high ; one smoke and ventilating stacks 120 feet 
high. To visit all the wards once, requires a walk of 24 miles. The 
walls would inclose ap are of ground half a milo long, one-eighth of 
a mile wide and fifty feet high. 

Many improvements are added to the new sections. Tbe water 
closets and sink rooms are made by casting arches of brick and 
laying the floors with Portland cement and cement base throughout 
the third section, which is indistructable and is water proof. The 
ventilation bas been increased by adding an extra flue to each room. In 
the wing sections the extra flue is placed on a level with the floor,so that 
it can be used for chambers, and all odors will go to the roof. Woven 
wire mattresses and hair matresses are used, and no better bed could be 
used, and at a small cost. The improvement in heating we consider 
- to be of great consequence, and much is due the engineers, J. B. 
Lovitt and W. W. Woddell, for the manner in which the work is 
done.
